Write Cheerful Letters to 


Son or Daughter in Service 


l y GAM Y CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 
EVERY father and mother with 
a son or daughter in the armed 
forces feels some anxiety over 
this child; over the physical and 
moral hazards he might have to 
face. Denied the constant com­ 
panionship and home endear­ 
ments once enjoyed with this 
child at home, the anxieties by 
the parents tend to increase, 
causing them at times to write 
gloomily, to express pity for the 
youth and pity for themselves; 
also to indulge excessively in 
warnings against moral hazards 
and in exhortations on what this 
youth should or should not do. 
P r r e n t s who are religious are 
t e m p t e d to warn this youth ex­ 
cessiv ely n o t to neglect religious 
serv ice, praying and reading his 
Bible. C e r ta in ly it would be very 
d e s ir a b le for this youth to prac­ 
tic e in th e s e spiritual ways. But 
if he m u s t read such warnings 
and exhortations in every letter, 
im may be harmed more than 
helped thereby, especially if they 
a r e like similar warnings and ex­ 
h o r t a t i o n s he often heard in vain 
-. b ile he was h o m e . 


Possible Help 
Bu* if, o n the o t h e r hand, lie 
p r a c tic e d in these ways while he 
was h o m e , thanks to his adm ira­ 
tion o f h is godly parents and 
happy companionship with them, 
a n occasional recall by the p ar­ 
ent o f these practices at home, 
with tile suggestion of their pos­ 
itive help and comfort to him now 
could have the desired effect. For 
a p a r e n t , especially the father, to 
Blate in passing th a t he himself 
had been to church that day and 
fe lt uplifted by the services, could 


be far more persuasive than 
pages of exhortations to the sos 
to attend religious worship. 
Parents who feel sure they 
should exhort the youth In the 
armed forces to seek spiritual 
help and to avoid certain moral 
perils, would do well to write such 
exhortations and warnings only 
occasionally and then write them 
in such a way as not to seem too 
bossy. Certainly many letters 
from home ought to remind this 
youth of good t raits and achieve­ 
ments of his in earlier days and 
belief that these strengths will go 
on in him. Nor does the youth 
want to hear of the aches and 
pains and misfortunes of his 
loved ones still alive, nor of the 
petty annoyances in the family. 
Why should he ever be burdened 
with anything he can't do a thing 
about? 
He wants the new* about the 
everyday doings in the family and 
neighborhood, especially about 
the many homey things: the baby 
brother's first tooth, some of his 
early utterances, or his first week 
at school or later success on the 
sand-lot 
baseball 
team; 
the 
puppy’s growth and tricks, or the 
litter of new kittens. He likes to 
read many of the very kinds of 
things which almost make him 
feel he is lolling happily again 
among the homefolks. In his let­ 
ters also should be enclosed from 
time to time some funny jokes 
and some really funny comics 
and cartoons. Let us pray that 
more comic strips will be funny. 
O.I. Joe needs to feel as he reads 
his letters from home that he is 
still a worthy member of the 
family only separated temporar­ 
ily and that the hearts of all his 
loved ones are really with him.

President Roosevelt, who ran for and was elected to not 
only a third term, but a fourth. 
This is true only in the loosest sense. 
I here is no] 
doubt that the Roosevelt regime raised disturbing ques 
tions about tenure of office in the W hite I louse. Never 
theless, the question of basic law and public intention may 
be held to have been answered, as applies to President 
Roosevelt, when the American electorate voted for his re 
election in 1940, despite the third-term issut — and there 
after, in 1944, approved a fourth term for him. 
The fact of the matter is that the new amendment is 
aimed far more directly at President Truman than at the 
late President Roosevelt. It was introduced in 1947 when 
the Republican majorities look over both Houses of Con 
gress (jointly sponsored by Speaker Martin and Senator 
Vandenberg) and at a time when C ongress was at grips, 
not with Roosevelt, but with I ruman. 
The amendment issue lay dormant until after the big 
1948 breakup in the Democratic Party, and really came to 
life only when the Dixiecrat Democrats took control of the 
present session of Congress. The votes which made it law 
were a recent rush of Southern and Rocky Mountain 
States. 
Despite the fact that the amendment says that it 
“shall not apply to any person holding the office of Presi­ 
dent when this Article was proposed by the Congress,** 
and therefore is not binding upon President Truman, there 
is no doubt that the Democratic Party in its convention, 
and the Republicans and insurgent Democrats thereafter 
in the campaign (if President Truman should be renomi­ 
nated) will argue that the amendment shows public senti­ 
ment to be against a third term for him. 
The long range scope of this new amendment, how­ 
ever, will have to be measured by factors not at present 
in the picture. Whether or not the time will come when 
some especially popular President will attempt to defy 
the amendment, on the excuse of an “emergency, 
and 
if so what the status would be if the public elected him 
despite the amendment — those are matters which may 
arise some time in the future. 
Meanwhile, the way to perceive the profound effect 
of the amenment, so long as it does remain effective, is to 
glance back and note how drastically such an amendment 
would have altered the course of past events, if it had been 
ratified a century earlier. 
For example, it would have headed off one of the 
great destructive battles in the Republican Party, that 
which deadlocked the 1880 convention and threw the 
nomination to the most completely dark dark-horse the 
Republicans ever elected — James A. Garfield. (His name 
hadn't even been put in nomination when the landslide 
started, and he was prevented from withdrawing his can 
didacy during the balloting only by a point of order.) 
The factor which deadlocked that convention was 
the drive which General Grant was making for a third 
term as President. The new amendment would have made 
this quite impossible. The Republican Party would there­ 
by have been saved scars and stresses which have haunted 
it ever since. 
Again, in 1912, the political factor which elected 
Woodrow Wilson, threw the nation into the hands of the 
Democrats during the period of the First World War, and 
which modified the course of events in immeasurable fash­ 
ion, was the Bull Moose movement of President I heodore 
Roosevelt who bolted the Republican Convention and set 
out to try to win for himself what under the new amend­ 
ment would be prohibited as a third term. 
(Roosevelt 
served three years of McKinley’s second term.) 
It is equally impossible to estimate the difference 
which would have resulted in world events if, back in 
1940, it had been impossible for President Roosevelt to 
run for a third term, and if therefore he had been forced 
to make provisions to step aside and leave the outcome of 
that critical campaign lo a subslitule instead of carrying 
the ball himself. 
lf future history is changed only a fraction as much 
as past history would have l>een by the earlier adoption 
of the third-term amendment, its effect will still be noth­ 
ing less than revolutionary.
